It does not because 
German measles and regular 
measles are two distinct dis- 
eases. in the epidemic of Ger- 
man measles in 1964-65, some 
50,000 babies throughout the 
country were handicapped or 
destroyed. This figure in- 
cludes about 30,000 fetal 
deaths and 20,000 live-born 
babies who were born with 
blindness, deafness, heart de- 
fects and mental retardation. 
But if the rubella vaccine is 
given the widest possible use, 
this sourre of congenital dam- 
age can be eradicated. 


Public Concern Vital 

Small children, between 
kindergarten and second 
grade, are the most likely car- 
riers of the disease. They can 
transmit it easily to their 
mothers or the mothers of 
their friends. If these children 


gre immunized against ru- 
bella, they"@¥ill not be able to 
pass it on to women of child- 
bearing age. 

The most inaccessible part 


of the population which must 
be vaccinated against rubella 
is also highly vulnerable. 
preschool children. Others 
not yet vaccinated include 
many school-age children in 
tural areas and in ghettos. 
The c¥ectiveness of the 
vaccine is suggested by the 
number of reported cases of 
ruvdella in the first six months 
ef 1971. It is 25 per cent less 
than in the same period in 
1970. Instead of this decrease, 
an increase had heen ex- 
pected. This preliminary in- 
dication of vaccine effective 
ness provides hope that the 
vaccine can head off or blunt 
the next epidemic which 
could come as early as 1972. 
We would like to be able to 
say “when and if,” but it is 
too early to justify such op- 
timism. Rubella cannot be 
totally wiped out unless the 
hard-to-reach preschoolers 
and others missed so far are 
vaccinated. Ultimately we 
hope to achieve what is called 
“herd immunity,” which 
means that the number of sus- 
ceptible persons is reduced 
below the level necessary for 


transmission of rubella. 


Hard to Reach 

In the first two years of 
availability of the vaccine, 
more than 22 million doses of 
rubella vaccine have been ad- 
ministered in public pro- 
grams. This represents 48 per 
cent of the target population 
which numbers 47 million 
children aged 1 through 12. It 
is estimated that an addi- 


tional 4 million doses have } 


been given by private physi- 
cians. Thus, approximately 
55 per cent of the target pop- 
ulation has been vaccinated— 
a Signal achievement but far 
less than the level required to 
wipe out the disease. 

There is a great need for 
public awareness about the 
life-saving benefits of the 
rubella vaccine, and for pub- 
lic action. To encourage max- 
imum use of the vaccine, 
March of Dimes chapters are 
working closely on educa- 
tional projects with local 
health departments and med- 
ical socicties and are assisting 
in many ways to organize and 
conduct vaccination clinics.

Tr classify any one group of drugs as “mind-affecting” 
would be a truth, but only half true, because this would lead 
one to believe that some drugs in use do NOT affect the mind. 
The hallucinogenics, (those which cause “trips” of the mind), 
are generally referred to as mind-affecting, but in reality all 
drugs have their effect on the mind whether direct or indirectly. 

Some of the other drugs we have not mentioned thus far 
are MESCALINE, PEYOTE, PSILOCYBIN, DMT, STP AND 
MORNING GLORY SEEDS. 

Mescaline is hallucinogenic in nature, a chemical found in 
the buttons of certain small cactus plants — peyote or mescal 
—~ and these are also available illegally in powder and liquid 
form. The effects, for the most part milder than from LSD, 
often last 10 to 12 hours. Being bitter to the taste it is often 
mixed with a drink to make it go down easier. American In- 
dians have used this drug in religious rights for hundreds of 
years, so its use is not what could be termed new. 

Peyote itself, coming from cactus, is a milder form of Mes- 
caline. Sometimes it is referred to as “the button", ‘‘cactus”’, 
or just the letter ‘P’. To this day it is still used in sacrament 
rites by the Native American Indian Church. 

Psilocybin is from the Mexican mushroom and usually 
comes in crystal, powder or liquid form, Influence of the mind 
lasts from 2 to 6 hours generally and effects are similar to 
those of Mescaline. 

DMT, (dimethyltryptamine), causes effects similar to LSD, 
when taken in large doses. Reaction comes quickly and the ef- 
fects last an hour or two. It is made synthetically and is a na- 
tural component of seeds from plants growing in the West In- 
dies and South America. For hundreds of years natives have 
used this drug by sniffing a powder from the seeds. 

STP, (also known as DOM), is relatively new on the drug 
scene. It is a synthetic chemical related to Mescaline and the 
Amphetamines. Reportedly it is very mind-distorting, but not 
nearly so powerful as LSD. 

Morning Glory Seeds of some varieties have an active prin- 
ciple closely related to LSD, but much less potent. The seeds 
are most usually chewed or made into a tea. 

Then there is the ‘thing’ called ‘68’; like banana peel, 
“68” or, as it is sometimes calJled ‘sex juice’, may be a hoax 
so say the specialists of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. Users have reported that it produces wild, short trips as 
compared to LSD or STP. There are conflicting reports on the 
chemical make-up and over all effects. Our Food and Drug 
Administration says that ‘'68"’ is simply oil of peppermint. 

So, in summary today, you may ask yourself why it is im- 
portant to know all of these minute details about all of the 
drugs we have discussed. Much of the information you may 
never have an occasion to use — BUT,, if you do have occasion 
it is much better to know facts tHan fiction, hearsay and the 
like. 

The major point of this entire series is to better understand 
the drug misuse problem and to do this we must know basic 
knowledge and basic facts. Only through truth about the drug 
problem can we hope to combat it. Only through open-minded- 
ness can we save our children from the horrors of drug misuse. 
WE are the adults — the solution to the prablem is up to US 
— this is OUR responsibility! i

Of all the customs of the 
Yuletide, none fiourishes 
more mecrily tian the Chiist- 
mas tree. It's a happy holi- 
day tradition to set up a tree, 
string it with lights, deck it 
with ornaments and crown 
it with a star. 

Legendary suggestions 
about the origin of the tree 
are plentiful. Just about every 
country has one to offer. 

The pine trees of the Roman 
Saturnalia, the great tree of 
Ygedrasil in Norse mythology 
and the evergreens the Egyp- 
tians used to adorn their 
homes at the winter sol- 
stice are but a few of the 
possibilities. 

In Scandinavian mythol- 
ogy, the three roots of Ygg- 
drasi! bound together the 
home of the gods, the land 
of mankind and the nether- 
world. 

Though where the Yule tree 
began can't be pinpointed, it 
first showed up as an accom- 
plished fact in the 16th cen- 
tury. Strasbourg manuscrints 
of that era describe decorated 
trees as a regular, established 
part of the Christmas season. 

The custom of the tree was 
probably brought to the New 
World by Hessian soldiers 
fighting for the British in the 
Revolutionary War. 


The chronology of the 
Chrisimas tree in America 
reveals these highlights, as 
compiled by the editors of 
Encyclopedia International. 


1856 First Christmas tree 
in the White House introduced 
by President Franklin Pierce. 


1908 People of Pasadena, 
Calif. erected a towering tree 
on Mount Wilson, 


1912 Community trees dec- 
orated in Madison Square 
Park, New York City, and on 
the Common in Boston. 


1913 “Children’s Christ- 
mas Tree’ placed in Indepen- 
dence Square, Philadelphia. 


1920 Giant deodar cedars 
create a mile-long panorama 
of lighted trees, on “Christ- 
mas Tree Lane” in Altadena, 
Calif. 


1923 Firat National Com- 
munity Christmas Tree inau- 
gurated by President Calvin 
Coolidge.

In AUSTRIA, children put notes to “ dear child Jesus in 
Heaven” on the window sill for St. Nicholas to take so that the 
Christ Child could bring the requested gifts on Christmas Eve. 

In BELGIUM, children place shocs, baskets, or dishes under the 
tree for St Nirholas to fll on Christmas Eve. They put water, hav. 
aud carrots outside the door to attract his gray horse to their home. 
St. Nicholas wears 2 bishop's robe and a miter, and he carries a 
pastoral staff. On Christmas morning the children find chairs tipped 
over in their rooms and further disarray to show evidence that St. 
Nicholas has been there. Good children find their shoes filled with 
gifts. Bad ones find switches stuffed in theirs. 

In FINLAND, Father Christmas brings children their gifts 
from England. In some sections he is known as Wainamoinen or 
Ukke. He is an old man with a long white mustache. He wears a 
white peaked cap with blue trim and a red coat. 

In HUNGARY. the children believe that a male Kriss Kringle 
brings their gifts. He is dressed in white and rides a white horse. 

The SOUTH AMERICAN children leave notes to “Little Jesus” 
during Posada. They leave them in front of the crib for the angels 
to take to heaven for answering. 

In SWEDEN, Jul-nisen in his red robe, pointed cap, and long 
white beard, riding his goat, brings gifts to good Swedish children. 

In the PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, shoes are put in the window by 
the children on Christmas Eve. They expect the Three Kings to 
fill them. 

In MEXICO, Santa is not as popular as the figure of Quetzal- 
coatl, the Aztec god of the sun. He is an old man with a Jong white 
beard and flowing white robes. Before Christmas children write 
letters to the Christ Child listing what they want. And on the eve 
of Epiphany, January 6th they place their shoes at the foot of their 
beds for the Three Magi to fill. 

In SWITZERLAND, the tradition of St. Nicholas is observed. 
He arrives on December 6th and distributes fruit, candy, and toys. 
Sometimes there is a parade in his honor. A giant figure of St. 
Nicholas leads a group of children dressed in long white nightgowns 
and masks. ‘I'ne paraders blow long Swiss horns and bells ring 

SPANISH children fill their shoes with straw for the camels of 
the Three Kings, on the eve of the Epiphany. It is thought that 
each year the Wise Men repeat their journey to Bethlehem and pass 
through Spain on the way. As they pass by, the camels eat the straw 
and the shoes are filled with gifts by Balthasar, who rides on a 
donkey. 

In Poland. children write letters telling what they wish to 
receive and place them on the window for the Wise Men. Then on 
Christmas Eve, after supper, the children are examined on their 
knowledge of religion by the Star Man (the village priest). If they 
do well, they receive small gifts from the Wise Men. Gifts are 
believed ta come from the stars, and the Wise Men act as emissaries.

After vour solo visit, take your child with and tell him then 
that Santa has already picked his gifts, but also give him the choice 
of one additional toy . .. anything that he wants . . . provided it 
doesn’t cost more than a couple of dollars. 

Keep in mind that the success of any toy depends more on how 
you give it than on what you give, and that the usefulness of your

"Joy to the world! The Lord 
is come!’

Throughout Christendom, 
the words of these well-loved 
carols are familiar even to 
little children, and they'll be 


heard this Christmas 
wherever carolers get to- 
gether. 


‘Joy to the World’ was 
written by Isaac Watts (1674- 
1748), English hymnist. 

Waits, who is known as the 
creator of the modern hymn, 
wrote nearly 600 hymns. 
Many of these still appear in 
Protestant hymnals, says the 
Encyclopedia Americana. 

‘It Came Upon the Mid- 
night Clear’’ is the work of 
Edmund H. Sears, a Unitarian 
minister in Massachusetts, 
more than a century ago. 

Perhaps the most famous 
of Christmas carols, ‘Silent 
Night” was first sung on 
Christmas Eve, 1818, to guitar 
music. 

Mice in the bellows had 
silenced the organ of a tiny 
Austrian church. Father Jo- 
seph Mohr met the challenge 
by writing ‘Silent Night.” 
His organist composed a 
melody for guitar. 

Faiher Moni’s inspiration— 
aside from the mice—was the 
vast, still beauty of thesnowy 
mountains around the 
village. 

“Oh come, all ye faithful” 
is translated from the Latin, 
“Adeste Fidelis,’ and its 
exact beginnings are shroud- 
ed in the mists of time. 

Historians say it may have 
been written by Saint Bona- 
venture, in the 13th century.

Lack of consistency seems to be a characteristic 
of politics--and sometimes, Jet me hasten to add 
(before someone else calls it ermbarassingly to my 
attention), of column writing, too. 

A case in point. 

A Texas professor by the name of Lyndon B. 
Johnson the’s a former President of the United 
States, you may recall) was recently asked about 
the upcoming 1972 presidential campaign. Mr. 
Johnson. of course, 1s a Democrat of long standing. 

“I would never desert my party.” replied Mr. 
Johnson. 

He allowed as how “there are no circumstances” 
under which he would withhold his support from the 
Democratic ticket... notwithstanding the fact that 
his party's standard-bearers will not be selected for 
eight months or more yet. 

In other words. under this line of reasoning by 
strong party man Johnson, it really doesn't make 
any difference whom the Democrats nominate for 
President—be he hawk or dove. liberal or con- 
servative, in favor of or opposed tc economic 
controls. backer or opponent of foreign aid. racist or 
libertarian, or anything vise. 

As long as he wears the Democratic colors, that’s 
Johnson's man. 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, a former first lady, was 
fond of saying that Democrats were better than 
Republicans, no matter what the basic 
qualifications of the individuals, or the 
requirements of the position involved. 

Gus Scholle, former president of the AFL-CIO in 
Michigan, also pursued a similar philosophy. 

But there is also the former Republican 
congressman, who—off the’record—couldn’t stand 
the late Sen. Joe McCarthy, but publicly supported 
him. His reasoning: ‘‘He may be an s.0.b., but he's 
OUR s.0.b." 

Such an approach is not unusual in partisan af- 
fairs: but in my view, it’s certainly open to serious 
question. 

We were speaking of consistency, however. On 
the same day that the interview with Mr. Johnson 
appeared in print. there was another story in the 
same paper. 

It seems that James M. McNeely, Democratic 
party chairman for Michigan, became quite upset 
at a new law affecting the small loan business in 
Michigan. 


McNeely, as could be expected, roundly criticized 
Republican Gov Milliken for signing the bill, 
calling the new law ‘“‘an unconscionable act of

majority in one house of the legislature, and hold an 
even number of votes in the other house, McNeely 
also roundly criticized Democrats who voted for the 
small loan bill. 

The Democratic party, said Mr. McNeely, “will 
not tolerate nore forgive’ those Democratic 
legislators who voted for the small loan bill. It was 
sponsored and guided through the Legislature, 
incidentally, by a Democratic member. 

Will the Democrats’ action bring a purge effort 
from McNeely’s headquarters? It’s not likely. 
McNeely promised only that the votes of the 
legislators would be brought to ‘‘the direct attention 
of their constituents.” 

Will the Michigan Democratic party “tolerate” 
the 27 legislators who ed the small loan bill? 
If they're re-elected, of course they will. Will the 27 
be “forgiven?” Naturally. After all, what can 
McNeely really do about it? Not much. 

But McNeely’s attack on any fellow-Democrat is 
in direct contrast with Mr. Johnson's blanket en- 
dorsement of any Democrat who can win his party's 
nomination.
